  16     (i) contains text, graphics, or other images; 
 
  17     (ii) relates to a candidate, a prospective candidate, or the approval 
  18  or rejection of a question; and 
 
  19     (iii) is published or distributed. 
 
  20    (2) "Campaign material" includes: 
 
  21     (i) material transmitted by or appearing on the Internet or other 
  22  electronic medium; [and] 
 
  23     (ii) an oral commercial campaign advertisement; AND 
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   1     (III) ANY RECORDED OR SCRIPTED TELEPHONE CAMPAIGN 
   2  ADVERTISEMENT.
